Cholera has Crept into the 
Hog Pens of Madison 
County Heavily. 

That dreaded disease among hog rais- 
er* -cholera, hag crept into the pens of 
nearly all the farmers of Madison county 
this winter, and in many cases owners 
were forced to ship their stock at once 
to prevent the entire loss. 

Madison is one of the biggest ho? 
raisers of all the counties in the state 
and for the past three or four years, the 
county has been practically free from 
this dread disease. According to the 
expert hog men of this county, it is 
brought here from the mountain coun- 
ties by hogs that have been allowed to 
feed on acorns, and this they claim will 
produce cholera quicker than anything 
else, when the animals are brought to 
the Bluegrass and fed on corn, 

Mr. Joe Biles, who is constantly 
studying the needs of the stockmen and 
farmers in his stato as w.dlas his native 
county, is enthusiastic over the discov- 
ery of the new serum, by which a drove 
of hogs can be made immune by tho 
timely u*.e of it. He investigated this 
new discovery at Lexington several days 
ago, whet experts were making demon- 
strations with it. A hog can now be 
vaccinatod against cholera just like 
human against small pox. and in a lew 
years hog cholera will be practically 
stamped out of the country, and kept 
out by the u;>e of this now discovery. 
The only thing now is to get this virus 
within the reach of the poor man's 
purse. Every grower in the county 
should investigate this great preventa- 
tive at onco . 

The hog industry will bring thousands 
of dollars to Madison county growers 
within the next few years if the proper 
precaution is taken now. Information 
on this subject can be obtained by writ 
ing the Kentucky Experiment Station, 
Lexington.

The City Council and City 
Streets. 

The Mayor and present city council 
have shown much interest and good 
judgment in the attention given the 
s reels and side walks of the city since 
they began to direct the city's affairs, 
but there is one important thoroughfare 
which has been overlooked and sadly 
neglected. It Ls the South end of Sec- 
oid street from Main to the Campus. 
This is one of the most used streets in 
the city and yet practically impassible 
during much of the year. With about SOU 
students in the Normal School and many 
o." them ladies and boarding in the city 
or rooming in the city and taking their 
treals at Sullivan Hall, as the dormitory 
ctin not accommodate but a small part 
of the present student body, it is neces- 
sary that they Iramp through tho mud 
from the corner of the campus to Water 
street twice or more limes per day 
through rain or shine. This is totally 
uireasonable to expect, when we re- 
member the value of the school and the 
student body to tho material .'and edu- 
cational interest of the city. Also all of 
tl e persons living on tho Summit are 
constrained to go a long way around or 
to meet with a similar experience until 
tl.ey reach Water street. It seems only 
jtst that the 1000 or 1200 persons using 
this street constantly should be provided 
with a side walk. Certainly no import- | 
ant section of . the city is so overlooked ] 
and if tho Mayor or Councilmen will j 
only try to get up this st rcet jusr once ■ 
after a rain or thaw and see what is en- I 
dured tho year round by the persons 
above mentioned, it will clear their 
mind of any doubt as to the imperative 
nt ed and justice of taking immediate 
stsps toward putting down this walk. 
By all means, let the Mayor and Council 
investigate this matter and render jus- 
tice to whom justice is due by putting 
a .-ubstantial pavement on this import- 
ar.l street at once.

Last year was a disastrous one 
financially and the Association quit the 
season owing a good-sized sum of money.

This means that unless immediate ac- 
tion is taken to make satisfactory dis- 
position of this debt the splendid park 
owned by the Association will be 
and cut up into lots. 

A few men who are interested in 
ball and, who consider the grounds 
worth a good sum above the debts have 
agreec to take up all debts and hold the 
park in a way to guarantee baseball, pro- 
vided the public shows, by coming forth 
with a capable business man to run the 
team i.nd enough money, f 1,000.00 to 
$1200.00 to start Ihe team going, that it 
wants baseball. 

Only the people who stop to think it 
over realize what base ball means in the 
summer to a small town like Richmond. 
Can anybody remember what we did 
on hoi, su rimer afternoons before the 
town had the ball team? Did tho peo- 
ple sit around and cuss the heat or did 
tliey light out for seashore, mountains 
or summer resort and there spend three 
limes is much money for a two weeks 
outing that a whole season of real tip- 
top baie ball costs? 

If w j had never had this comparative- 
ly ocouomical form of amusement we 
might get along without it. But how, 
having gotten used to seeing these fine 
contests every day, can we ever get 
along without them? We can't. The 
collaps* of the tobacco pool may have 
been a disaster but the passing of the 
base bull team woul< be an engulfing 
calamity. Things would be s» 
dull around here that soon our popu- 
lation would be as small as the last cen- 
sus said it was — and that reminds us of 
Danville, Middlesboro and Winchester 
and some of those other chesty towns. 
What would they say about ii? "Rich- 
mond, that little old town that can't 
support a ball team. People there 
thougl t il was a fine thing until they 
lost a little money and then they howled 
like kiis and quit." Thats what they 
would say, if we give them a chance. 
But will we ? Il depends entirely upon 
whether or not a good man will come 
forward and agree to assume the bur- 
dens which have been borne in ihe past 
by Presidents Ke logg and Ureenleaf, 
and whether or not the general public 
will subscribe enough money to start 
things going. 

At a meeting of the League after the

The Annapolis 
Capital, published in the city where the 
naval academy is located, has tho fol- 
lowing in connection wilh a news item 
concerning the rumor of the vessel s 
boing blown up: -The Captain of the 
Wheeling is Carlo B. Britlain, who was 
in comjnaud of the battleship Massa- 
cheusetts, of ihe summer squadron at 
naval academy last year. Capt. Hru- 
ta in was the lirst officer lo bring a bat- 
tleship into this harbor and lurn her 
around, as he did the Massacheusetts 
last June, u nautical feat thai had beeu 
declared lo be impossible in these 
waters.'"

First Money for Pool. 

About *800.000 from the proceeds of 
sales cf the 1909 pooled tobacco was dis 
tributi;d among the growers in the dif- 
ferent counties by the Burley Tobacco 
Society last Saturday. 

This payment is estimated by the so- 
ciety officials to be about 20 percent, of 
the amount tied up in the pool, and was 
the tirst money which has ever been re 
ceived by the poolers from the crops 
which the consigned to the society in 
1900. 

Nearly the entire sum of about fcWO,- 

000 was paid to Kentucky growers, and 
Blthoujh it will be but a small part of 
the enormous amount so long tied up in 
the pool, it is in the aggregate a consid- 
erable sum. and is believed will give 
some relief to the financial situation in 
many localities, and that the $800,000 in 
cash will have perceptible influence on 
the business of the state. This S800.000 
by no means represents the entire pro 
cceds cf the sales from the 1909 pool up 
lo date, and while the Burley Society de- 
clines lo state just how much of the 
pooled tobacco has been sold, or when 

division of proceeds will be 
it is understood that a second 
distribution will be ordered before long.

Winchester 

Is Still to Have Just one "Wet.' j 
Precinct Says Court of 
Appeals. 

Concerning the local option situation 
ill Winchester, which is probably the 
most unique in the country, the Demo- 
crat says: 

Winchester presents the rather unique 
spectacle of liquor being legally sold in 
a small portion of its territory, while il 
is not allowed lo be sold in other tiarts. 

Several years ago the local oplior. law 
allowed a vote on the liquor question by 
precincts. There are five voting pro- 
ducts in the city limits and several of 
them would vote dry if the question 
s tould be presented of having saloons in 
them, while one or more favor it. For 
that reason the liquor advocates, a lum- 
ber of years ago secured a vote on the 
question in North Winchester and oourl 
house precincts. The wets won ii. the 
first precinct but lost out in the latter, 
and since that time saloon license has 
been granted and liquor legally so.d in 
>'orlh Winchester precinct or "George- 
town" as it is called. 

In 1900 an effort was made to vole 
w hisky out of the city entirely, but con- 
t -ary to the expectations of the temper- 
ance people the city went "wet" by a 
decided majority. 

Some time after, Messrs. Brown and 
Proctor, the owners of the Brown Proc- 
Oria Hotel, asked for license for * s:i- 
l'>on in that building, on the grouno that 
as the city as a whole had voted for as- 
lxtns it was legal to establish saloons 
anywhere in the city. The license whs 
refused and the matter was carried to 
the Circuit Court and from there to the 
Court of Appeals. The higher court on 
Friday affirmed the action of the lower 
court. 

The Court of Appeals, holds thav the 
local option election of 1009, when Ihe 
whole city went "wet" did not affect the 
precincts that went "dry - ' in the 1S99 
election when each precinct voted sep- 
arately and that these "dry" precincts 
must vole separately on the liquor iuef- 
t on before the result of 1899 can lie 
changed.
